belng women aldo, they had a much hetter
time than men do at conventions, for the
flavor of novelty s etill In them to us.

Seriously again, It wns good to bhe In
Philadelphin the pnst week. Such o gathoer-
Ing, with representatives from the north and
gouth and east and west brings a soeial con-
tact that the women of the conntry need
more than the men, beeause they do not get
it 80 often. That was one of the great
benefits of the Columblan expasition—the
extengion of acquuaintnnee amonyg the women
of the natlon, and if these natlonal sessions
had no other pim they would still be good
things.

Perlinps thiz vivifylng influence wag most
evidenced In the session on Thursday sftoer.
noon In the Chestnut Street opera house.
This was an opon dlscussion on whitt con-
siitutes an ddeal club,  The first effeot of
e big auditorium was to  frighten the
women, but under the enhin and epsy de-
meanor of the pre:iding dffeesr, Mres. Brown,
that quickly wore off, and wolmen rese to
adil their three-minute bricks to the ldeal
Btructure so rapldly that naot infrequently
three or four woulid be sooking recognition
#l onee. These messages [rom women to
women, told now in the slow drawl and
pretty accent of the south, now In the earn-
et western [nahlon, here with the twang of
Noew Englund spéeoch, thore with the flavor
of New York utterance, carvied as much
significnnce perhaps in their manner as in
their matter.

Mres, Julin Ward Howe was warmly npe
plonded " whien ghe advociated the existones
of men's clubx on the one lde amd women's
clubs on the other, to be supplemented by
the mixed club; into which the best of the
other two shonld be broughit.

One thing the looker-on could not fail to
obrerve—the development of women In the
matter of conducting auffairy. The sesslons
were enslly handled, and the business of
ench was promptly conducted. There wan
a pose and equilibrivm to the bhody that los
been wanting In women's gathorings, but
15 growing to be lesa and less missed. Thoere
was an absence, too of the sinart talk and
cheap flings at men and other Institutions
that “all Wmen do respect i
fome of them think jt
clever to poke fun at.  The fedoration was
o dlgnifed and well-bred assemblage, and It
went about its business In n self-respocting
way without self-consolousness or compla-
cent importance. There are erities even
among club women who question the use-
fulness of the federation, and some of thom
doubledd If the body eould reach a seecond
blenninl. It certalnly has and passed ft
puccessfully, and by 1ts demeanor at this
time demonstrated not only [te enuse of be-
fng, but U8 right as well lo many future
bienninls.

The most striking feature of the mission-
ary work at Kuaisarieh is the education of
